"When tbo ship touched at Santiago I 


wont aboard and accompanlod them to San 
Francisco. I was a friend of both men, 


ijd endeavored to bring about a reconcilia- 


tion between them, but as soon as we landed 
.t San Fraucisoo McCorklo challenged Owin 
;j a duel, and Gwin accepted, 


"1 ca'.led on Gwin tha day after tho chal- 


engo, and he, having hoard that I had 
agreed tu second 
McCorkle, exclaimed: 


•My Godl major, are you, my old frioud, 
coing to turn against me?1 I assured him 
;hat I would take no part In the ad'air. Tho 
sheriff, however, interfered, and prevontoil 
tho duel at San Francisco. Finding they 
could not moot for tho purpose there they 
decided to go to Uonteroy and have the 
duel at a place about fifteen roiliM out from 
tho town. 


AU tho preliminaries being arrnujod for 


a week prior to the time of the encounter, 
each of tho principal's practiced assiduously 
with the ritlo, ami there were a immber of 


ectators of tho practice shooting. Each 
au, too, had his friends among tbo wlt- 
e ssos of the other's practice, find thus got 
i'as of his opponent's skill. 
Tlioir shooting 


in these rehearsals was magnificent, and ev- 
eryone thought thatouo or both of them 


•ould surely fall in tho actual encounter. 
"On tho appointed day Gwin and Mc- 


Corklo, accompanied by their seconds and 
Montis, repaired to the selected spot, and 
tho dreaded duel WHS fought. They were 
fifty or sixty yards npart, and bh'.zod 
away with i-illos. They tore each other's 
clothe*, but 
tifryi' 
firing seven shotG liaJ 


drawn no blood. This did not satisfy thoni, 
und they called for more ammunition. Thon 
a discovery was-made. Tho ammunition 
hiid boon exhausted, and tbey were llt'tcon 
miles from Monterey, and about 1,000 inilos 
from anywhere olao. It was plain that the 
iluol was over for that day. 
In great JU- 


ju-t, but still as venomous as over, tho 
parties departed for Son Francisco. The 
ilifturoncos between IfcCorklo and Gwin 
worn afterward adjusted.
